Daniel was in town yesterday,and attended the 
Executive Committee meeting though still 
quite weak. There is still a great want of 
physicians and nurses, One hundred more 
purses are needed. The mortality is still very 
jight, where cases are promptly and properly 
treated and nursed. Several have died from 
want of proper nursing, being in charge of 
geld bands who professed to be nurses. The 
Board of Health has issued a circular giving a 
formula of self-treatment that will be the oo- 
casion of much good. 
CASES NOT REPORTED. 


It is estimated that there have been 80 per 


cent more cases, principally very mild, than 
have been reported to the Board of Health. 
The order of the board that yellow flags be 
placed only at houses where relief is required 
has caused several physicians who bereto- 
fore concealed cases to report. Probably 
there have been nearly 900 cases in the city; 
900 or 400 are under treatmentnow. The dis- 
charged are not now reported except from 
the hospitals, Liberal contributions are com- 
ing in from all parts of the Union. The work 
of relief will probably not be hampered for 
lack of funds In the future. 
A CHARITY HOSPITAL. 

Dr. C. H. Maliett, Eminent Commander of 
the Knights Templar of this city, has con- 
cetved the idea of opening a charity hospital 
under the auspices of his order for the general 
admission of yellow fever patients. He had 
the matter brought before the Board of Health 
yesterday and secured the sanction of that 
body in case he and his associates should de- 
cide todo so. Later he received a telegram 
from J. F. Thompson of Chicago, one of the 
leading Knights Templar in the United States, 
asking the needs of the order in Jacksonville 
and offering general assistance. Dr. Mallett 
will at once see if proper quarters can be se- 
cured for such a hospital. If he is successful 
an appeal will at once be made to the Knights 
Templar throughout the country. The sub- 
urban villa of Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer at 
Riverside has been suggested and may be 
taken for this purpose if it can be secured. 

AT M’CLENNY. 

Dr. §. L. Posey, United States Marine Hos- 

pital Service, assigned to inspect the town of 
McClenny, arrived here last night. He will 
report at Camp Perry to-day. He has wired 
the result of his investigation to Surgeon- 
General Hamilton. It le understood he found 
some thirty-five cases of fever there in a pop- 
vation of 1,000 in the town and vicinity. 
There have been seven deaths. Theo place is 
bullt on a pine level, but there are numer- 
ous cypress ponds filled with sawdust, which 
was the case at Plant City, near Tampa, 
where the fever hibernated. The fever is 
most prevalentin this city in sections near 
the saw mille where sawdust is used for filling 
low ground.

There are a number of corks in 
the bottom of this float, and after the oysters 
have been carefully laid out on the bottom the 
corks are withdrawn, allowing the boat to fill 
with water and to the bottom of the bay. 
The oysters will then open their mouths like 
any other fish and drink to their hearts’ con- 
tent. After two or three tides have swept over 
them they are brought to the surface once 
more. By this time they have become plump 
oysters ready for market. The supply atthe

Decline of the Coral Trade. 


From the London Standard. 

The report of the British Consul at Naples 
that the once famous coral fishery of Torre del 
Greco is rapidly onthe decline isa piece of 
intelligence which has long been expected. 
Year after year the end of this once iucrative 


industry has been approaching nearer and 
nearer. For the coral fisheries of Sicily and 
the vicinity are experiencing the fate which 
bas overtaken our oyster beds. They have 
been overdredged, he oyster scalps can 
with care be revienished, but it is extremely 
doubtiul whether an equally good fortune is 
in store for the more valuable coral banks. 
The oyster shell andthe pink oranch of the 
coral are composed of exactly the same sub- 
stance. But, while the mollusk can gather 
enough of lime for ‘ts house in the 
course of a season or two, the delicate polyp 
takes a long time to collect particle after par- 
ticle of calcareous matter from the waters of 
the Mediterranean, and then by some myste- 
rious organic process color the dense mass. 
It must, therefore, follow, even allowing that 
the fishermen omit operations for some years, 
that what was once a busy occupation for 
thousands will for years be reduced to ve 
small proportions. This is what the Neapoli- 
tans are expecting. During the present sea- 
son only 100 boats were equipped, and the 
average return was last year no more than 
three tons for each, and of this was dead or 
broken coral, which brings a comparatively 
small price. In the palmy days of the trade 
Torre del Greco would often send out 500 boats, 
each manned by 10 or 12 men, the outtit repre- 
senting, before a single haul was made, about 
480 pounds each, while the profit from the 
venture often rose as high as 20 per oent. It 
is not half as much now, and the gain has been 
further reduced because the cost of wages, 
tools and other expenses have rapidly in- 
creased. The result ja that the boat owners 
are abandoning the business, hiring out their 
craft for — 4 fishing, employing them to 
transport stone for the builder, who in new 
Italy is so busy, or, when they are unfit for 
the purpose of the common carrier, breaking 
them up for firewood. As for the coral fishers, 
they are migrating in large numbers either to 
the United States or to the Argentine Republic 
and Uruguay, which has always attracted the 
Italians far more than the colder regions of 
the North; while others are finding employ- 
ment in agriculture or other trades. At Torre 
del Greco there wasa time when fully 4,000 
. fonnd employment in this industry.

Ita Constitutionality to Be Fully Tested—The 
MoecClelian Case.

Lrrri Rock, Ark., September 11.—Advices 
from Fort Smith say that the action of United 
States Judge Parker in granting an injunction 
in the case of the Cherokee Nation vs. MoClel- 
lan is causing comment.The case is of interest 
to the Indians and stockmen. MoOlelian lives 
near Oowala,Cherokee Nation, having removed 
from this State to the Territory some years 

ears ago and married into a prominent Indian 

amily. Last spring he bought several hundred 
head of Texas cattie, and brought them to 
bis ranch, when the stock was scized by the 
Cherokee authorities on the ground that Mc- 
Clellan had violated the law of the nation, 
which specifies the time stock may be brought 
into the country. The case was carried to the 
courts, finally resuiting in the present injunc- 
tion. MeClellan gets his cattie under a $10,000 
bond. The case will now go to the Secre 

of the Interior for settlement. The pointe in- 
volved are the constitationality of the 
Cherokee stock law and the nature of the 
treaty of 1886 between the United States and 
the Indians.
